28rd Conference of FID in 1957 <2 


At the Council meeting recently in Stuttgart it was agreed that in 1957 
a restricted conference of FID should be held, i.e. a meeting of the Cowncil, 
the General Assembly and those committees which are active at present. 
It was agreed furthermore that this should be held in one of the Western 
European countries, preferably Great Britain or France. 

It is expected that IFLA will hold its 1957 meetings in France and in 
continuation of our policy to meet in the same region and either before 
of after IFLA, the suggestion is now submitted to FID Council that the 
23rd Conference of FID should also take place in France, preferably in a 
small town or in a country house where there may be an atmosphere 
conducive to hard work on the part of the committees and Council. 

In discussion with IFLA, Aix-en-Provence has been mentioned as a 
possible location and also Royaumont. A final place and date will be fixed 
by our French National Committee in co-operation with IFLA.

MEETINGS HELD 


Libraries and documentation 


A meeting of the international non-governmental organizations in the 
fields of libraries and documentation was held in Munich, Germany, on 
September 1, 1956. Representatives of the following organizations partici- 
pated: FID, IFLA, International Association of Agricultural Librarians and 
Documentalists, International Association of Medical Librarians and Docu- 
mentalists (in organization), International Association of Music Libraries, 
and International Organization for Standardization. 

The purpose of the meeting was to provide an opportunity for informal 
discussions between the NGO’s and Unesco to ensure their active co-ope- 
ration in attaining their objectives. The following items were discussed: 
Co-operation in a long term programme for the development of new methods 
and techniques for the communication of knowledge, Regulations to facili- 
tate the provision of microcopies of materials in libraries, Photocopying and 
copyright (report on discussion at FID Council, Stuttgart). 


International Association of Technical University Libraries 


The Association was founded at a meeting in Diisseldorf in May 1955. 
To-day there are 35 members and 16 countries represented. The first annual 
meeting took place in Munich from 1 to 2 September 1956. The Association 
recommends that associated University libraries send dissertations at their 
disposal for exchange purposes to their exchange partners in the U.S.A., 
that every country receives in return a complete set of American microfilm 
dissertations to be sent to libraries appointed by the respective countries. 
In addition the Association expressed the wish that American Libraries put 
at the disposal of all such libraries as send dissertations as exchange mate- 
rial, one copy each of ’Dissertation Abstracts’. In order ta facilitate ex- 
change activities a list should be prepared of exchange publications available 
in the libraries of the Association.

As we suppose that many readers will be interested in the activities of 
FID Study Committees or want to receive other communications which they 
do not receive through their National Committee, we reproduce below a list 
of circular letters issued since the Congress in Brussels in September 1955.
